THE NEW SHAH. 


The new Shah, thirty-four years 
of age, showed as a child signs of 
great intelligence and remarkable 
strength of sharaxter, 

He is well versed in the subjects 
taught in Europe, and speaks French 
particularly well. : 

His Majesty is described as serious, 
energetic, and fond of his work, per 
sonally attending to every detail of 
government. His officials have often 
been heard to complain of his zeal 
and exactitude when Gévernor of 
Tabriz. He has not inherited the 
Oriental love of pomp and display. 
Some have asserted that he is econo- 
mical to a fault. According to the 
Chargé d'Affaires he is a most firm 
supporter and advocate of reform. 
and has devoted considerable time 
to the study of political sciences and 
the political history of Europe. 
Among the literary men of Persia he 
has gained fame for his excellent 
calligraphy and elegant style, two 
accomplishments much prized in 
Persia. 


A Commander on His Own 


Merits. 


His Majesty is. however, above 
all; a military man, and has had a 
careful and thorough training in the 
art of war, and has commanded 
several regiments. Indeed, so 
desirous were the late Shah and Nasr 
ed-Din, the new Shah's grandfather, 
that his military training should be 
as thorough as possible, that the 
young Prince entered the Army as an 
ensign, and reached the grade of 
commander solely on his merits, and 
only after having served the full 


period fixed for each intermediate 
grade. 

His Majesty's military qualifica 
tions found a wide scope in the ad- 


ministration of the province of 
Azerbaijan. This is essentially a 
military province, and the majority 
of the best Persian troops are re- 
cruited among its inhabitants. This 
is one of the reasons why this pro-

An Important Post.

Fortune that camo too Lato. 

A  iragic story surrounds the 
announcement made two days ago 
that a vagrant who died at Findlay, 
Ohio, had been identified as Alfred 
Crondhje!lm, a Swedish nobleman and 
heir to vast estates in that country, 

Crondhjehn was the son of Count 
Axel Crondhjclm, a poor member of 
oné of the oldest families in Sweden. 
When he was thirteen years old his 
father died, and he succeeded to the 
title. As, however, there seemed no 
prospect of a fortune he left Sweden 
for America. 

There he found himself qüite un- 
able to gain a livelihood, and out of 
pride for-his noble birth he changed 
his name, and, calling himself Alfred 
Axclson, tramped about the Continent 
earning a precarious living as a farm 
hand. By degrees he developed into 
a typical tramp, and for years 
trudged the country clad in rags, and 
be ging his food from door to door.

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After five months" weary” search 
through scores of hospitals and alms- 
houses in all parts of the country, 
Judge Huselius traced the Count to 
Findiay, Ohio.

Wonder-Workers of the Soil. 

Professor W. B. Bottomley, lectur- 
ing at the London Institution on 
“The Wonder-Workers of the Soil," 
asserted that soil inoctlation is going 
to be the salvation of poor agricul- 
tural land in England. 

Drawing attention to the fact that 
the Bokrea of Agriculture does not 
view soil inoculation favourably, he 
pointed out how much further ad- 
vanced America is in this matter, 
for there the Government supplies 
the necessary powders and bacteria 
to farmers free of charge. 

The lecturer told how he had him- 
self sent out packets of the materials 


gratis to farmers of poor land in 
this country, with results that, showed 
in some cases that the crops were 
three weeks earlier and 50 per cent. 
better than any similar crops in the 


neighbourhood. -The cost of such in- 
oculation was, he asserted, only 2d. 
per acre. 


His explanation of what soil in- 
oculation means was highly interest- 
ing. The wonder-workers of the soil 
are bacteria, and “a bacillus,” he 
said, *is not a wretched, loathsome 
creature to be dreaded; but an 
organism without which no kind of 
crop can be grown, for the bacillus in 
the soil fixes the necessary nitrogen,” 

There aré millions of such bacteria 
in a small particle of fertile soil, and 
ono of “the lantern slides exhibited 
showed the theoretical multiplication 
of these organisms. 

“When a bacillus becomes too fat 


to be comfortable,” said the lec- 
turer, “it divides itself? into two. 
This happens in an hour. In íorty- 


eight hours-the original bacillus has 
developed into no féwér than 280 
million million organisms.” 

It was stated that by means ‘of 
inoculation crops might be raiscd en 
slag.

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The Rival Ports: Liverpool’s 
Loss is Sonthampton’s Gain. 


Three announcements of the 
utmost importance to the shipping 
world were made recently. The first 
is the official statement by the White 
ar Line that it has decided to 
transfer its Wednesday Royal Mail 
service from Liverpool to Southamp- 
ton; the second that the Cunard 
Line are considering a similar 
course; and the third. that the 
London and South-Western Railway 
Company has decided ta construct 
at Southampton the largest wet 
dock in the world. 

Ihe announcements are not 
directly connected. with each other. 
The docks at Southampton are quite 
sufficient to accommodate the new 
demands to be made on them by 
the White Star Line’s decision, and 
were this the only additional traffic 
likely to be gained by the famous 
Hampshire port, so largean expendi- 
ture as the half million which the 
new docks are to cost would hardly 
be justified. 

There can be no doubt, however, 
says the Daily Ezpress, that in 
making their decision the directors 
of the London and South-Western 
Railway had their eye on the two 
mammcth Cunarders now being 
completed with the money lent by 
the Government. When these ves 
sels ^ begin their work as ocean 
travellers some difficulty will be 
found in providing them with 
adequate dock accommodation. This 
will be found at the new dock, and 
it is more than likely that eventually 
Southampton will be chosen as their 
home port. 


Reasons for Change. 


The White Star Line, in making 
the announcement of the forth- 
coming change in its sailings, is 
careful to state that the reason fcr 
taking the important action is not 
due to any shortcomings in con 
nection with the Liverpool docks or 
approaches. ‘The change is simply 
and solely to meet the growing 
demand of travellers that facilities 
should be provided to enable them 
to embark and disembark at either 
à Continental] or a British port, thus 
obviating in the former case the 
necessity of a long journey from one 
*nd of England to the other, and a 
further sea voyage across the 
Channel. 

It will be the first time for many 
Years that a British line will call at 
a Continental port for Transatlantic 
passengers, 

The leading German lines ' have 
ong recognised the desirability of 
meeting this demand. Their New 

ork steamers call at both a British 
and a French port, and there is no 
doubt that they have in this way 
Secured a very large share of the 
better-class passenger traffic across 
the Atlantic.

The Robin Hood of Morocco. 

It was the cruelty and barbarity 
of the Moorish authorities that 
created the man who has caused them 
so much trouble. Terrible is the 
punishment meted out to the Moor 
who does not pay his taxes. Thou 
sands flee to the mountains and to 
the river banks of the great Atlas 
when tidings reach them, of the ap- 
proach of the tax collectors. 

Raisuli was one of the Sultan's vic- 
tims. In company with many other 
wretches he deserted his native vil 
lage for fear of being tormented for 
non-payment of taxes. This hap- 
pened in 1894, and Raisuli at once 
became leader of the “band, preying 
upon travellers in order to satisfy 
their hunger. He showed exceptional 
ability as a leader, and began more 
daring robberies, always outwitting 
the soldiers who were sent lo cap- 
turo him.

his rule. His wonderful personality 
brought hundreds of men from the | 
surrounding villages to join him in 
the mountain passes, and he was soon 
the chief of a huge combine bent 
on pillage. His fame grew, and he 
gained the reputation of being a 
good friend to the poor. 

In the last few years, Raisuli's 
actions gained for him a large fol- 
lowing among the Government offi- 
cials, and even the Sultan, by ‘some 
way or other, had to comply with 
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the powerful brigand's desires rather 
than disturb the serenity of -his 
Oriental life. 


Raisuli as a Policeman. 

In 1905. so powerful had. the 
brigand become that he was appointed 
Kaid (governor) of the district be- 
tween Tangier and Laraiche. One of 
his first acts was to issue a warning 
to all brigands and marauders whom 
he. threatened with severe punish- 
mént. Once a British colonel was 
attacked by a band of Moorish 
brigands, who fired upon him near 
the Red Mountains, where he was 
hunting. ‘The officer succeeded in 
escaping, and reached Tangier safely. 
He complained to Raistli, who had 
the men arrested. 


As a Kidnapper. 

What brought Raisuli European 
fame was his kidnapping of Messrs. 
Perdicaris and Varley, two Ameri- 
can gentlemen, It was this daring 
outrage that brought him the 
governorship referred to above, and 
the sum of £14,000 ransom. The un- 
fortunate Sultan had to give way for 
fear of international complications. 
But this was really the beginning of 
the. end; the humiliation was too 
much for the Moorish monarch to 
bear, and it was felt that he would 
not tamely submit for long. Secret 
preparations must have been going 
on for some time, and a few weeks 
ago they broke out in open conflict. 


Raisuli's Defeat. 

Details of last week's action which 
have been brought to Tangier show 
that the Imperial troops commanded 
by Baghdadi made a combined attack 
upon Raisuli, who offered a stub 
born resistance. The artillery then 
opened fire on the village, and many 
huts were set on fire. Under cover 
of the guns, Baghdadi's cavalry ad- 
vanced, driving the rebel moun- 
taineers before them. The troops 
made a breech in the kasbah, or 
fortress, and the capture of the 
brigand" appeared imminent when he 
was suddenly joined by a reinforce- 
ment of 700 men, whose appearance 
changed the current of affairs. 

The Tangier correspondent of the 
Times, who managed to approach the 
scene of the fighting by disguising 
himself as a trooper of Moorish irre- 
gular cavalry, says that the shooting 
was of the wildest description on both 
sides. Raisuli’s followers showed 
much courage, emerging into tho 
open and jeering at their enemy 
after the first repulse. The fighting 
continued till sunset, when the Im- 
verial forces retired in good order, 
faving accomplished nothing. 

But is Raisuli conquered ? 

There is something suspicious in 
the ease with which the power secmé 
to have melted from him who was un- 
doubtedly the best man in Morocco.

Little Cows. 

By the way, some of the little cows, 
such as the Ayrshires, Dexters, and 
Jerseys, show results at the milking

cords of their doings are kept, we 
should put them a long way tirst in 
utility for small farmers and cot- 
tagers. We should do that still more 
definitely ^ where  allotment-gruwn 
green food, and roadside and hedge- 
row cuttings, form their staple fced. 
It takes three hearty Ayrshires to 
eat up as much food as two short- 
horns. And those three will produce 
three calves every year, and, under 


| good treatment and handling, each 
one of them will yield as much milk | 
as will either of the cows of the larger | 


breed. Seeing that roadside grass 
is so plentiful these late years, and 


| the farmers are so willing to allow 


whoever asks them civilly to cut it, 
and make hay of it, one would think 
that many people who long to keep 
a little cow would make the collecting 
of that forage their fore start, and 
get a calf during the spring when 
calves are ‘plentiful and cheap, that 
can be growing up into a cow on this 
cheaply-collected forage—at least, in 
great part. It is nothing new to us 
to know of a calf being reared in 
some cottager's little shed entirely on 
condensed milk and the greenstuff 
collected by his children from the 
roadsides. 

Handling Heifers. 

Milking yield, as cows of good 
quality have it attributed to them 
nowadays, is much à matter of man's 
making. It comes through breeding 
and selection, of course; but it glso 
depends greatly on handling. A 


heifer that is let to run wild, so to} 


speak, and to drop her calf where she 
pleases, and to rear it herself, will 
never become, afterwards, a heavy 
milker. On the other hand, if a 
heifer is gentled, and accustomed tc 
the touch of her rearer's hand on 
the milk-yiclding parts, and especially 
to the softening and kneading of the 
teats and the udder, the functions 
thus assisted will develop to an ab- 
normal extent by the time the first 
calf is born. Even long before then 
we have known of heifers that 
actually had milk in their udders,

The Gooseberry Disease. 

| It strikes us that there is nothing 
very new about this so-called new 
| or imported disease that the sensa- 
| tion-mongers have got hold of. -Wo 
seem to be able to take our memory 
back to a recognition of it beyond 


twenty or even thirty years. 
Will our readers who have had 
[an experience of it, too, try 


if they can agree with us as to its 
probable origin, and spread over wide 
areas? We attribute it to continuous 
cropping on the same land, with the 
| eame continued and most injurious 
| practice of digging underground «ll 
the diseased and infested wood—both 
young shoot-prunings and older wood, 
—that is by that means so easily got 
rid of. How long a time remains 
buried, diseased wood in the ground 
before it becomes thoroughly decom- 
posed and reduced to a soluble humid 
matter? How much fungoid forma- 
tion may the said decaying wood have 
encouraged and developed in the 
meantime? And, if healthy young 
roots of kindred plants be brought 
into contact therewith, year after 
year, is the soil so beneficiently kind 
that it will suffer nothing that is foul 
and disease-germinating within it to 
hurt them? We must look on this 
matter as one of cause and effect. 
Certainly it does not come in the 
air, in the sunshine, nor in the rain- 


| 


water. 'Then it must come from the 
earth! And if it comes from the 
earth, it must be because there is 


disease there. Further, it is an open 
question whether young plants from 
such disease-infested -òil are liable 
to take the disease with them to dis- 
tant and healthy soils. We almost 
doubt that, but we are not open to 
try the experiment. If we could 
advise those growers around Eves- 
ham who have been so hard hit by 
the gooseberry disease, we should 
say, pa plenty of quicklime into 
the soil, and free it of this special 
crop for a year or two, and so let 
it come back to its originally healthy 
condition.”
